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Proceſſes be determined, except at the four ſtated Diets; and 
what ſhall be determined at one Diet of the Commiſſion, with 
Relation to private Cauſes, ſhall be unalterable by any other 
Diet A, and (ſhall ſtand and continue in Force 'till diſap- 
proven by the General Aſſembly. And the General Aſſembly 
renews the Inſtructions given by the General Aſſembly in the 
\ Year One thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventeen, to their Com- 
miſſion, and appoints the ſame to ſtand in full Force, as In- 
ſtructions to the Commiſſioners before- named, and to be ob. 
ſerved by them in all Points, as if the ſame were ſpecially here 
inſert; and that they inquire into the publiſhing and ſpreading 
of Books and Pamphlets, tending towards the promoting of 
Opinions of whatever Kind, inconſiſtent with our Confefion of 
Faith; and that the Recommenders of ſuch Books or Pamph- 
lets, or the Errors therein contained, whether by Word, Writ 
or Print, be called before the ſaid Commiſſton to anſwer for 
the ſame. And further, the ſaid Commiſſion is hereby im- 
>wered to receive any References and Appeals that ſhall be 
made to them from Synods, in Matters of Doctrine, and ripen 
ſuch Affairs for the General Aſſembly ; and to contribute what 
they can to the ſuppreſſing of Vice and Immorality, and give 
all needful Advice and Aſſiſtance to Synods and Preſbyteries, 
upon Application to them for that End: Likeways to take 
Care that the Impreſſions of the Holy Scriptures, the Confeſſion 
of Faith, and Catechiſms, and ſuch Books as are authoriſed by 
this Church, relating to the Doctrine, Worſhip, Diſcipline and 
| Government thereof, be correct; and give Directions about 
printing the ſame. And the faid Comiſſioners are appointed 
end impowered to keep a Correſpondence with the Committee 
for Reformation of the Highlands and Mands, for ſuppreſſing 
Popery and Superſtition, and for em. the Knowledge 
of true Religion, and carrying on a Reformation in theſe Parts, 
and give Aſſiſtance and Concurrence therein; and, if Need be, 
to apply to the Government for a proper Remedy and ſpeedy 
Redreſs. And the ſaid Commiſſioners are hereby ſtrictly pro- 
hibited and diſcharged to meddle in any other Matters than 
what are committed and referred to them, as above-mention- 
ed: And, in all their AQings, they are to proceed according 
to the Acts and Conſtitution of this Church, and to do nothing 
contrary thereto, or to the Prejudice, of the ſame ; declaring, 
that in, and for all their Actings, they ſhall be accountable to, 
and cenſurable by the next General Aſſembly, as they ſhall 
ſee Cauſe. And the General Aſſembly appoints the ſaid Com- 
miſſioners particularly to obſerve the Acts of the General Aſ- 
ſemblies 1712, and 1719, reſpecting the Application of the pu- 
blic Money, which two Acts are printed among the Acts of laſt 
Aſſembly. And this Commiſſion is to continue and endure 
until another Commiſſion be appointed; and Members are re- 
quired to attend the Diets of the ſaid Commiſſion, and Abſents 
F therefrom are ordered to be noticed, according to the 17th Act 
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of the General Aſſembly, held in the Year One thouſand ſeven 
hundred and fix. And for the better ſecuring of a Quorum, 
and Attendance of Members on the Commiſſion, the Gene- 

ral Aſſembly prohibits the Preſpytery of Edinburgh, or any d- 
ther Preſbytery within twelve Miles thereof, to meet on any of 
the Days or Weeks appointed for the Meetings of this Comumit- 
fon ; and ſuch of the Members of theſe Preſbyteries as are on 
the Commiſſion, are required, all of them, to give Attendance 
on the Diets thereof; and the Preſbyteries at a greater Diſtance; 
who have four or more Members on the Commiſſion, are to 
take Care that at leaſt two of them attend each Diet of the 
fame : And the Aſſembly appoint their Commiſſion, at their 
firſt Meeting, to diſcuſs as many of the Cauſes and Queſtions 
relative to the Settlement of vacant Churches, which are or 
ſhall be referred to them by the Aſſembly, as they can over- 
take. And it is further provided, that when any Preſbyte 
or Synod of this Church ſhall decline to comply with the Sen- 
tences of the Commiſſion, or to give the fame a full Execution, 
in that Caſe the” Commiſſion is hereby prohibited to execute 
the ſame, by appointing any ſuch correſpondent Meetings, as 
has been ſometimes the Practice; but ſhall allow the fame to 

ly over to the enſuing W to which ſuch Preſbyteries 
or Synods ſhall be anſwerable for ſuch their Conduct, and are 
bereby appointed to ſend up with their Commiſſioners their 
Reaſons for the ſame. And the Aſſembly doth further im- 
power and direct the ſaid Commiſſion, to make due Applica- 
tion to the King and Parliament, for Redreſs of the Grievance.
